Susceptibility Varies. 

Susceptibility to tuberculosis varies 
at different ages, and is greatest in 
early infancy, when, if infection oc- 
curs, it almost always pursues a fa- 
tal course. During the first five 
vears of life the mortality from tu- 
berculosis is very high, but during 
what may be roughly called the 
echoo! age, that is, from the fifth to 
the fifteenth birthday, death from tu- 
ig least frequent.

The Governor and the Lieutenant- 
Governor laid before the committee 
an ‘exact statement of the party’s 
campaign pledges as contained in the 
platform and as contained in the 
Governor's campaign speeches. The 
was told the administra- 
tion expected every one of the 
pledges to be kept and looked to the 
Steering Committee to adopt whatev- 
er method was necessary to carry

Caucus on Each Measure. 

Tf the slightest doubt existed as to 
the passage of any one of the admin- 
istration’s measurés, the 
was informed it would be expected to 
call the Republicans into caucus and 
to bring to bear such party pressure 
as might be necessary to hold the 
Republicans solidly in line. The 
committee then decided to cal! the 
caucus for tonight. 

“The Republican party made defi- 
nite campaign pledges,’ Lieutenant- 
Governor Lloyd said today, ‘‘and the 
responsibility for carrving out those 
pledges rests solely with the Repub- 
lican administration, including the 
Republican majorities in the Senate 
and House.
